Request for Write-off of 135,000 Russian J^ublea

1. It Is reqmstod that authority be granted for the writeoff 
of 135,000 Russian Rufales, valued at approadBately $14f 500*00, vhloh 
were Issued to three ASNQBLE agents In 1952. 

2. This sum of money was Intended to pfrovlde the agents with 
liquid assets for use in the initial months of their ml8Si<m, and was 
to be utilised by them as the situation required. It has been found 
that the mental outlook of the agent is a paramount faotor In the 
possible sueoess of a mission, ^ the degree of support/(diloh this 
money oontributed to their self-oonf Idence should not be undereeti- 
mated. 



3. biformatlon reoeired fk^ two of the agents Indleates that 
the money has already been expended in the furtiierenee of their 
mission. 

4* The agents' mission calls for them to mmaln in a denied 
area indefinitely, and tha limited nature of our oomaunleations with 
tbms does not make an agent aecountlng of these funds possible. B«- 
cause of this, and because it was expected that the 135,000 rubles 
would be entl^ly expended. It is not planned that any aooountlng of 
the expenditure will be available for CIA accounting. Therefore, the 
writing off of these rubles to expense is the only feasible method 
available to relieve the project case officer of the responsibility 
for this sun of money. 

5, In the future, write-off provisions for expenditures of 
this type will be Included In the original project, 
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6. ^e wlte-off of these fuftda should be chared to Project
